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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/7/2007 has been entered. 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The electronic remote device. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1,2,4-17 and 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The invention as is now claimed finds no support in the specification as originally 
filed. The claimed arrangement of a mechanical connecting member and electronic 
remote device finds no support in the disclosure as originally filed. The embodiment 
using a mechanical connection element is that of figure 2. The only embodiment having 
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anything similar to an "electronic remote" is tiie embodiment of figure 6, which lacks the 
mechanical connection. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 1/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the electronic AND mechanical remote device are 
disclosed as usable together, and points to the specification, paragrapgh 84. The 
specification specifically states that such are used alternatively only, and not at the 
same time. Claim 1 for example reciting the mechanical remote control is limited to the 
mechanical specie, and to claim a command signal from the electronic remote control in 
conjunction with the mechanical elements recited is not supported by the disclosure as 
originally filed. Although figure 7 shows both 150 and 192 attached to the input, the 
description of this figure indicates that it is either one or the other, not both at the same 
time. 

6. This application is an RCE. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed 
previously, and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the 
next Office action if they had been previously entered. There was no New Issue 
presented in an after final amendment, only a request for reconsideration Accordingly, 
THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action in this case.
